Legato  in  quarter,  eighth,  triplet  eighth  and  sixteenth  notes. 

Staccato  (hand  or  wrist  touch)  in  quarter  and  eighth  notes. 

Scales  in  quarter  and  eighth  notes,  compass  two  octaves. 

Scales  in  triplet  eighth  notes,  in  three  octaves. 

Scales  in  sixteenth  notes,  compass  four  octaves. 

The  Scales  of  C,  G,  D,  A and  E major  hands  together  in  contrary  motion, 
starting  on  the  unison  or  octave,  legato  only,  in  quarter  and  eighth  notes,  com- 
pass two  octaves.
